.to American Who Took Part In the 
Capture of 
Berxy 
Will 
Ever 
Forget the Thrill. 


The fall of the plateau south of 
SoUsons and the thrust across the 
Chutesu-TWerry road sealed the fate 
of the great Marne salient. The lads 
of the Twenty-eighth Infantry, First 
'division. made this success possible 
h.v their grim tenacity In driving the 
Germans ont ofBerxy after being re­ 
peatedly repulsed In their brave ef­ 
forts to take the place. 
But, despite every effort, the grim 
wrIIr of Berxy stHl loomed ahead be­ 
yond the shell-pocked strip of upland 
ns the summer twilight faded from the 
sky. Through the night Its guns, like 
those of a beleaguered fortress, con­ 
tinued to «ame. In .U , stood at bay 
the last German gnrrlson of that 
“plateau south of Solssons,” with the 
whole western front of the Marne 
salient pinned upon It, which had for 
so long held a black menace over 
Paris. 
Now and then there la a roan who, 
conceals a tim. l heart behind a long, 
drooping mustache and the general ap­ 
pearance of a western sheriff of the 
days of Jesse James, but Gen. Beau­ 
mont B. Buck Is not one of them.
